'Also, aa well as being disgraceful, It 


ia unspeakably calamitous. 
We owe 


some duty of humanity even to the 
confirmed criminal. We owe a duty 
Doth to thejcriminal and to society 
not to transform the occasional crim- 
inal Into a confirmed one, by the very 
process of doing to him what we call 
justice. And we owe an Infinite duty 
to the children, not to make criminals 
ot them. 
Also, we owe a duty to 


common decency to make jails sani- 
tary and unpollutinp, and to make 
penitentiaries something else than .in- 
cubators of loathsome vices and their 
loathsome diseases. We are 
doing 


none of these things. We are miti- 
gating some of the evils, in individual 
cases, by a sporadic parole system. 
We are doing nothing to go to

Surgeons Make Hurried Operation in 


Order to Save Life of th»

Infant. 


Mary, the baby daughter of Mrs. 


Bertha Flngerhut, or 342 Bust Twenty- 
first street, was saved from ckath by 
choking through the quick work of 
two surgeons In performing an opera- 
tion of tracheotomy yesterday after- 
noon.

of Its usefulness in the treatment of 
disease. Among the avowed alms of 
the organization, at the head, of which 
Prof. C. F. Chandler, of Columbia 
University, ban been placed, is er- 
ploratlon for ores 
ylfldfng radium. 


Pitchblende and carnot!te7 from which 
uranium Is extracted, are found in 
several places In this country, and 
there Is at least a possibility that. If 
the search .Is pushed further, minerals 
may 
be discovered 
which contain 


enough radium to make i'.s separation 
profitable. In time, there Is reason to 
think, mines In Cornwall will make 
a perceptible addition .to the supply 
from Joachlmatbal, over which the 
Austrian government exercises con<- 
tn.l. but If America also were able to 
make a contribution/ a reduction i.i 
price might follow, greatly to the ad- 
vantage of those, who wish to employ 
radium for curative purposes.

AND THE GERMAN 


Workingmin in th* Fatntrland Hat 


Practically no Surplus at End 


of the Y*«P 
* 


The comparison of wages, expenses, 


cost of food, and general standard of 
living between German and American 
worklngmen, which wan net forth from 
official reports In our columns the 
other day, was instructive and signifi- 
cant. The German figures were se- 
cured by the 
German 
government 


through .examination of about 1,000 
families in Berlin and Hamburg. The 
American figures were secured bs* the 
American government through exam- 
ination of 1,415 worltlngmen in the 
north Atlantic states. Thus the base* 
of comparison were about equal In 
comprehensiveness and authority. 


In Germany the average incomes of 
ski 1 fed workinemen were $458.83. and 
of unskilled, 1409.78, while in America 
the average incomes ot mixed skilled 
and 
unskilled 
worklnpmen 
- w.ere 


J834.83, showing a very marked ad- 
vantage on the side of this country. 
But'the expenses of American work- 
Ingmen were also higher than of Ger- 
man. Thus, in Germany the expense* 
of skilled workingmcn were S457.7I. 
and of unskilled $411.70. while in 
America the expenses of the mingled 
classes were 1778.04. Nevertheless the 
margin of surplus was far greater 
here than there, for the German skilled 
workingmen had 
onK- $1.12 surplus 


apiece and the unskilled an actual 
deficit of J1.92, while the American 
had a surplus of 156.79. 
Again, the actual cost of food was 


higher here than there. To the skilled 
German worklnrman it was S235.72, 
and to the unskilled J222.32, while to 
the American it was |I34.66. Never- 
theless It >ya,3 proportionately. lower 
here than^there, since to the two Ger- 
man classes It was respectively 51.5 
and 54 per cent of their total ex- 
penses, while here It was only 43 per 
cent. 
There can bf> no doubt, more- 


over, that the smaller American per- 
centage means really a better quality 
of food than the Gcnnans enjoy. We 
have here no government 
slaughter 
house^ for dogs and wornout horses 
for the food of ' workingmen. Of | 
course, there is In Germany a system' 
of old age insurance which does not 
exist here. But with a surplus of <&6 I 
a year, against practically none at' 
all In Germany, the American work- j 
Ingman can probably Insure himself 
as well as the German Is Insured by 
the state and still enjoy a bettor 
standard of living.—New Tork Trib- 
une,

FIRST IMPRESSIONS 
4U . 
In his summarised narrative of the 
organization of the party and the gen- 
eral remarks prefacing the u.talltu 
story of the work in tne field, lieu- 
tenant WilHamaon gave a concise de- I 
acription of the great topographical 
features of the country, which he waa 
to examine, and of the main objects ] 
to be attained by the survey. All this 
was necessary then for a more clear I 
understanding of the' conditions pre- 
senting themselves In the Aew and un- 1 
known country. It Is remarkable how 
well those first Impressions and de- 
scriptions accord with the facts and 
conditions which later years estab- | 
lished and made familiar. 
"Between the western, base of the I 
Sierra and tho eastern base of the 
Coast range," said he, writing nearly I 
40 years ago, "is the vast plain of the 
San Joaquin and Tulare valleys, being

It 
has been represented by many as be- 
ing in parts vast plains, while others 
who have explored perhaps different 
parts make it very broken and moun- 
tainous.

times as much in fruit. 
Its rent was 


15 per cent less, due perhaps partly 
to climatic conditions. 
It gave two 


and a half times as much to labor 
organizations: 30 per cent more to 
religion, and 70 per

books and 
newspapers 
and 
50 per 
cent less In Intoxi.-iting liquors and I 
16 per rent less for tobacco. The bus-; 1 
band spent 10 per cent more lor bis 
own clothes, 20 per cent more for those 
of his children ami 40 per cent more 
for those of his wife than the average 
United States familv head. 
There could be. no more strl iing 


proof of a higher standard of intelli- 
gence and a Higher stfiidard of living, 
and yet this California family, with 
a much higher wage, had less living 
expenditure than the average family 
of the entire United States. This is 
undoubtedly why ;n the state named 
there Is so much prosperity ami so 
many home owners. 
But it furnishes 


also "a most striking argument why 
wages, already so much higher In thlrf 
state, than 
Is th» average in the 


United States, should not be still fur- 
ther raised.
